the edge 
o f 
ex tinctio n, 
thanks to po achers and a fash- 
io n-co nscio us public. 
Practically all American alli­ 
gato r hides that reach the mar­ 
ket are taken illegally , say s the 
so ciety , o ften fro m 
the Ev er­ 
glades and o ther natio nal pre­ 
serv es. But po aching is a lucra­ 
tiv e business, and will be as 
lo ng as sto res co ntinue to ad­ 
v ertise and sell items made o f 
alligato r hide and as lo ng as 
peo ple buy them. 
A federal law wo uld help. Co n­ 
gress co nsidered but did no t get 
aro und to passing o ne in its last 
sessio n which wo uld hav e pro ­ 
hibited the interstate shipment 
o f alligato r o r o ther hides taken 
Illegally . 
Co ngress will hav e much mo re 
earth-shaking things to co nsider 
when it reco nv enes, but it is to 
be ho ped that 
it 
will spare 
eno ugh time to take up this bill 
•gain. 
There o ught to be a place in 
the wo rld fo r such things as al­ 
ligato rs, o celo ts, leo pards and 
ether rare creatures — a free 
place in the wild and no t just 
in a zo o o r ado rning so me ele­ 
gant lady ’s feet o r back.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
go v ernment figures its plans fo r 
a do -it-y o urself, census-by -mail 
in the natio n’s largest cities in 
19 70 will trim its fo rce o f census 
takes by 5 0,000. 
The 19 60 technique o f mailing 
census 
questio nnaires 
to 
the 
who le co untry and sending o ut 
census takers to co llect them 
wo uld require abo ut 2 00,000 tem­ 
po rary wo rkers in 19 70, the Cen­ 
sus Bureau said Wednesday . 
But by hav ing heads o f ho use­ 
ho lds in the majo r cities—with 
abo ut 60 per cent o f the po pula­ 
tio n—fill o ut the fo rms and re­ 
turn them by mail, o nly abo ut 
15 0,000 census takers will be 
needed, the bureau said. 
Census takers will again co l 
lect the questio nnaires in rural 
areas and smaller to wns 
and 
cities. And they ’ll fo llo w up by 
telepho ne o r perso nal v isits in 
majo r cities when ho useho lders 
do n’t mail back the fo rms o r 
do n’t answer all the questio ns. 
In test runs since 19 61, the bu­ 
reau said, 65 to 9 1 per cent o f 
the ho useho lders hav e mailed 
back the fo rms. 
Arab Terro rists 
Attack Israeli 
J et o n Takeo ff 


ATHENS (AP) — Two Arab 
terro rists attacked an Israel jet 
liner with machine guns and 
hand grenades to day as the 
plane mo v ed to take o ff fro m 
Athens Airpo rt. An Israeli pas 
senger was killed by bullets that 
po ured in thro ugh the windo ws 
and the plane caught fire. 
Greek airpo rt po lice rushed 
o ut o n the landing strip, clubbed 
o ne o f the terro rists o n the head 
and seized the o ther as he tried 
to flee. 
Each o f the Arabs had hurled 
a hand grenade befo re o pening 
fire at the El A1 Bo eing 707 as it 
mo v ed fo r take o ff o n a flight to 
Paris and New Yo rk with 37 
passengers and 10 crew mem 
bers. 
It was the seco nd Arab terro r­ 
ist attack against the natio nal 
Israeli airline in six mo nths. 
Last J uly 2 3 a gro up o f Pales­ 
tine co mmando s hijacked an El 
A1 Bo eing o ut o f Ro me and to o k 
it to Algiers. No o ne was killed 
in that incident. The passengers 
and plane were ev entually re­ 
leased. 
In Beirut, Lebano n, the same 
Palestinian Arab guerrilla o r­ 
ganizatio n that planned the J uly 
hijack claimed respo nsibility fo r 
to day ’s attack. 
“ Our co mmando s are respo n­ 
sible fo r the incident,” said a 
spo kesman fo r the Liberatio n o f 
Palestine. 
Leaflets scattered by the two 
gunmen o n 
the tarmac also 
identified them as members o f 
the o rganizatio n. 
An early repo rt said a passen­ 
ger had also been wo unded by 
the gunfire, but po lice repo rted 
later no ne had. 
They said a 
stewardess twisted her leg get­ 
ting o ut o f the burning plane 
and was the o nly o ther casualty . 
The dead man was identified 
as Leo n Shirdan. a 5 0-y ear-o ld 
maritime engineer and a retired 
Israeli nav y co mmander. 
He 
was fly ing to New Yo rk and 
Bueno s Aires o n business, his 


firm, the Maritime and Civ il 
Engineering Co . o f Haifa, re­ 
po rted. It is planning a shipy ard 
in Philadelphia. 


Only o ne o f the 
grenades 
hurled by the attackers ex plo d­ 
ed. It blew up under the plane’s 
right wing, damaging o ne o f the 
fo ur engines and puncturing a 
fuel tank.

Cat Attacks 
Marines Asleep 
On Outpo st 


QUANG TRI, Vietnam (UPI) 
—A nine-fo o t, 4 00-po und 
tiger 
was sho t to death by a U.S. 
Marine patro l after it attacked 
o ne member o f the Leatherneck 
unit as he slept near a lo nely 
o utpo st just belo w the Demilita­ 
rized Zo ne. 
Marine spo kesmen said to day 
the incident o ccurred Sunday 
near fire suppo rt base “ Alpine,” 
six miles east o f the Lao tian 
bo rder in the no rthwestern tip 
o f So uth Vietnam. 
Name o f the injured Marine 
was withheld pending no tifica­ 
tio n o f nex t o f kin, but he was 
repo rted in satisfacto ry co ndi­ 
tio n at a military ho spital in 
Quang Tri. 
The tiger co uld hav e been the 
same 
animal 
which killed a 
y o ung Marine o n No v . 12 abo ut 10 
miles 
fro m 
the 
scene 
o f 
Sunday ’s attack, o fficials said. 
But sev eral o ther tigers are still 
believ ed in the regio n. 
Bad weather had prev ented 
the Marine patro l fro m being 
lifted o ut o f the area Sunday , 
spo kesmen said, and a two -man 
radio watch was po sted while 
the o ther Leathernecks slept. • 
“ Suddenly , I heard so mebo dy 


scream,” said Pfc. Tho mas E. 
Shainline o f Gilbertsv ille, Pa. 
“ And then so mebo dy else was 
y elling, 
‘It’s a tiger! It’s a 
tiger’!” 


Pfc. 
Ro y Regan o f 
Naco g­ 
do ches, Tex ., had been sleeping 
in a fo x ho le nex t to the Marine 
who was attacked. 
“ I jumped up and saw the 
tiger o n my partner,” Regan 
said. “ All I co uld think abo ut 
was to get the tiger away fro m 
him. I jumped at the tiger and 
the cat dipped his head 
and 
jumped into a bo mb crater 10 
y ards away ho lding my partner.” 
The o ther members o f 
the 
patro l o pened 
fire 
with 
M16 
rifles and pisto ls and killed the 
maneater. The injured Marine, 
badly cut and slashed abo ut the 
neck and sho ulders, 
stumbled 
o ut o f the crater.

The best thing to 
do with either grav y o r eggno g 
spo ts is to spo nge the spill right 
away with co o l water. Then, if 
the fabric is no nwashable, take 
the article to the dry cleaner. If 
the fabric is satin Or silk taffe- 


ta, fdrget the water becau se it 
may spo t the fabric. Use a dry 
clo th and blo t—do n’t ru b—the 
spo t. 
With wTashable fabrics, wo rk 
the detergent into the stain, and 
then rinse tho ro u ghly . Allo w the 
article to dry . 
If the greasy stain remains, 
spo nge with grease so lv ent. If 
a co lo red stain remains after 
the fabric dries, u se a chlo rine 
o r so diu m perbo rate bleach o r 
hy dro gen pero x ide. 


Yo ur best so lutio n is to pre­ 
v ent the stain and use la rg e 
napkins. 
Here are so me o f the mo st 
likely ho liday stain pro blems: 
Cranberries and o ther fru it: If 
the fabric is washable, po u r 
bo iling 
water 
thro u gh 
the 
stained area fro m a height o f 
o ne to three feet. Fo r no nwash­ 
able articles, spo nge with co o l 
water 
o r 
fo rce 
co o l water 
thro u gh the fabric with a small 
sy ringe o r ey e dro pper. Use 
a 


spo ng e under the sta in to a b­ 
so rb the water. 
Candle Wax : Scrape o ff the 
drippings 
with 
a du ll-edged 
knife o r spatu la. Nex t place the 
stained 
fabric between 
clean 
white blo tters o r sev eral lay ers 
o f facial tissu es, and press with 
a warm iro n. To remo v e any re­ 
maining stain, if o rdinary wash­ 
ing do es no t remo v e it, spo nge 
with a grease so lv ent. 
Liqu o r: 
Fo r washable arti­ 
cles, try the metho d su ggested 


fo r fru it. Ru bbing a lco ho l ma y 
be u sed tc remo v e stains fro m 
no nwashable fabrics if the fab­ 
ric co lo r is no t adv ersely af­ 
fected. To determine the effect 
o f the alco ho l, test it first in an 
inco nspicu o u s area. On acetate 
o r Arnel fabric, treat stains 
with alco ho l dilu ted with two 
parts o f water. If the stain re­ 
mains, bleach with so diu m per­ 
bo rate o r hy dro gen pero x ide.

Rep orts out of north ern Bur­ 
ma tell of a revitalization of th e 
Communist guerrilla units, now

As in South 
Vietnam, some areas are gov­ 
ernment-controlled by day but 
Communist-ruled by nigh t.

in th e Ph ilip p ines. Th e Huks are 
said, in fact, to raise consider­ 
able amounts of th eir financing 
from p rofits in businesses p a­ 
tronized by air base p ersonnel. 
Considerable new guerrilla ac­ 
tivity is taking p lace on th e 
Th ai-Malaysia 
border.

Th e Communist underground 
h as step p ed up its activity in 
Cambodia. In some areas in th e 
north of th e country Communist 
guerrillas h ave become an in­ 
festation. Prince Sih anouk does­ 
n’t h ave th e troop s to deal with 
th em effectively. 
Th e Communists in Indonesia 
h ave recently exp anded th eir or­ 
ganizing 
efforts. 
Th ere’s 
ev­ 
idence 
of 
some 
considerable 
p rogress. Th ere are also fresh 
rep orts of new infiltration in 
th at p art of Laos not occup ied 
by North Vietnamese troop s. 
Some Asian exp erts see some 
sort of a p attern or co-ordinated 
effort in th ese East Asia-wide 
guerrilla activities. Th e flare- 
up s seem to increase and disap ­ 
p ear in a p attern. Some make 
sense. Some seem senseless, in­ 
dividually. 
Th e Asia watch ers don’t know 
th e significance of wh at seems 
to be going on now. But th ere’s 
a feeling it’s co-ordinated with 
th e Vietnam p eace talks. Some 
exp erts insist it’s p art of a p lan 
to convince Americans th at th e 
situation in Asia is so h op eless 
we sh ould cut our losses and 
get out.

WASHINGTON (NEA)—Pres- 
dent-elect Rich ard Nixon’s cabi­ 
net is an imp ortant p art and, to 
a degree not equalled in many 
years, an extension of th e Wh ite 
House inner circle.

Down in 19 68 


Popcorn growers in Illinois 
produced 4 5.9 million pounds of 
ear corn in 1968 . This y ear’s 
production was 22 per cent less 
than last y ear and 10 per cent 
less than average. Acreage har­ 
vested at 18 ,000 acres compares 
with 19,000 last y ear and the 
five-y ear 
average 
of 
19,800 
acres. The y ield per acre is es­ 
timated at 2,550 pounds. This is 
550 pounds below the record 
high last y ear and 50 pounds be­ 
low average. 
Prices received by growers 
averaged 
$2.90 
per cwt., 
20 
cents below a y ear earlier. The 
value of the .1968 crop is placed 
at $1,331,000. 
compared 
with 
$1,8 26,000 last y ear. 
The 1968 U.S. popcorn crop 
totaled 462 million pounds of ear 
corn, six per cent more than 
last y ear and 11 per cent above 
average. The crop was harvest­ 
ed from 181.600 acres, 
up 12 
per cent from 1967 and five per 
cent more than the five-y ear 
average. Nearly seven per cent 
of the planted 
acreage was 
abandoned in 1968, compared 
with over 11 per cent in the pre­ 
ceding y ear. 
Yields in the U.S. averaged 
2,546 pounds of ear corn per 
acre in 1968 , down 141 pounds 
per acre from the record high 
of last y ear. The average y ield 
is 2,409 per acre.

The increase of $4 in the por­ 
tion of

bill for 
which a Medicare beneficiary is 
responsible results from a pro­ 
vision in the law requiring an 
annual review of the deductible. 
The-first such review, the law 
provided, was to be made in 
1968 . 
Durham said that when the 
hospital 
deductible 
amount 
changes, the law requires com­ 
parable changes in the dollar 
amounts a Medicare beneficia­ 
ry pay s toward a hospital stay 
of more than 60 day s, or a post­ 
hospital ex tended care stay of 
more than 
20 
day s. These 
amounts, also, will go up 10 per 
cent, beginning Jan. 1. 
When a Medicare beneficiary 
has a hospital stay of more than 
60 day s, he will pay $11 a day 
for the 61st through the 90th 
day ,- up from the present $10 
per day . 
If he has a posthospital stay 
of over 20 day s in an ex tended 
care facility , he will pay $5.50 
per day toward the costs of the 
21st through the 100th day . 
If he needs to draw on his 
“ lifetime reserve,” the reserve 
account a beneficiary can draw 
upon if he ever needs more than 
90 day s of hospital care in the 
same benefit period, he will now 
pay $22 a day for each reserve 
day used, instead of $20 per 
day . 
For 
Medicare 
beneficiaries 
who enter a hospital before the 
end of this y ear, the hospital 
deductible amount will be $40, 
rather than $44, Durham point­ 
ed out. Also, the dollar amounts 
they will pay toward the cost of 
a hospital stay of more than 60 
day s or for posthospital ex tend­ 
ed care of more than 20 day s 
will be pay able at the old rate 
—even though the services may 
be provided in 1969, rather than 
in 1968 .
